victory to a Russian triumph, Both Mr. 
Winston Churchill and Mr. Sumner 


arguments of such people. They both 
have declared that the British and 
American Governments hate Communism 
in all its moods and tenses ; but, inasmuch 
as the Russians have been attacked by the 
Germans, they must be regarded as the 
allies of democracy, and they must be 
helped in every way to repel the German 
invasion. In other countries the problem 
is not quite so simple as it is in Great 
Britain and the United States. In Finland, 
far example, hatred of Soviet Russia is 
intense—and for excellent reasons. The 
Finns are democrats, who dislike the Nazi 
system; but their real enemies are the 
Russians, whom they regard as implacable 
tyrants. To a large degree this attitude 
of mind applies also to Sweden, During 
the last world war the Swedes in the main 
Were sympathetic with Germany. This 


| time they are not; but, now that Herr 


Hitler has declared a kind of jehad 
against the detested Bolsheviks, Swedish 
opinion is almost certain to undergo’ a 
change. Even the Poles must “be torn 
between loyalties. They hate the Germans 
and the Russians almost equally; but, 
since the Soviets took advantage of their 
plight last September twelve months to 
attack them from the rear, their 
bitterness against their Eastern neigh- 
bours must have increased enormously. 
Mutatis mutandts, this condition of 
affairs is true of many other countries 
in Europe who have no particular 
love for Germany. or the Nazi 
Party. The mere mention of the name 
‘‘Bolshevik’’ is sufficient to infuriate 
millions of well-disposed citizens, whose 
conception of the Marxian creed is 
extremely vague. Manifestly, it is part of 
Herr Hitler's plan to appeal to the 
sympathies and prejudices of these people ; 
and, although it is most unlikely that he 
will have any appreciable success either 
in the British Empire or in the United 
States, he may manage to create a certain 
amount of misgiving in other countries. 
Take the case of Spain. Since the war 
began the Spanish Government and people 
have been doing everything in their power 
to keep out of it. They had more than 
enough of fighting during their own civil 
war. . They are badly off for food, and 
they realise that, if they should enter the 
fray against the British—who are supply- 
ing them with a certain amount of wheat 
and other foodstuffs at present—their 


economic distress would be highly 
intensified. Furthermore, the ordinary 
people of Spain are by no means 


enamoured of the Germans, and have no 
particular desire to become members of the 
“ Axis ' group. 

Now that the Germans have turned 
against Soviet Russia, the situation in 
Spain already is beginning to change. The 
section of the community that won the 
civil war loathes the Russians almost as 
much as the Finns loathe them. It hardly 
is too much to say that Right-wing 
sympathies in Spain wero deflected from 
Germany when Herr Hitler made friends 
with the Bolsheviks nearly two years ago; 
and the Phalangist element now is 
rejoicing. Yesterday, we learn, uniformed 
members of the Phalangiat group paraded 
the streets of Madrid, demonstrating out- 
side the German Embassy, and shouting 
“ On to. Moscow.”” They were addressed 
by their leader, Sefior Sufier, General 
Franco’s right-hand man, who declared 
that the elimination of Soviet Russia was 
necessary for “the history and future of 
Europe’’; and, as is customary on such 
occasions, the parade was turned into an 
anti-British demonstration, with loud cries’ 
of ‘‘Gibraltar for Spain.” No doubt, the 
British and United States Governments 
are fully alive to the propagandist value 
of Herr Hitler’s latest move among those 
nations who have reason to fear and hate 
the Soviets and all their works. From 
the democratic standpoint, it may be un- 
fortunate that the British and American 
peoples should find themselves, willy-nilly, 
allied with the Russians; but the military 
value of the alliance cannot be ignored, 
and, in time of war, nothing else really 
matters. Strangely enough, the Italian 
reaction to the new development is not 
particularly jubilant. Signor Mussolini 
always has been a sincere detester of 
Bolshevism, and his mind must have been 
deeply perturbed when Herr von Ribben- 
trop made his famous visit to Moscow. 


Sovicts, the Duce’s conscience probably 1s 
relieved ; but there is a fly in the other- 
wise unblemished ointment. The Italians 
fear that they will be left to face the 
British in Libya and the Mediterranean 
alone. The recent pact between Germany 
and Turkey protects Herr Hitler’s flank 
while he is attacking Russia ; but, without 
German reinforcements in ‘the Medi- 
terranean—which hardly can be expected 
in present circumstances—Italy’s military 
and naval position will be worsened. 
Such, at any rate, is the view of certain 
neutral newspapers that claim to reflect 
closely. The

Let us be thankful, at 
least, that in ‘ry has done less damage 
here than in : .e adjoining island, and 
let us resolve that it shall do as little as 
possible in the years to come. We may 
not be able to pick and choose sites for. 
hydro-electric works, but there is no 
reason why factories should be dumped in 
the middle of lovely countryside, or why 
smoking chimneys should be permitted to 
apply a top-luyer of filth to the waters 
of a secluded lake. The blessings of 

industry can be bought at too dear a price. 
A country’s beauty is one of its greatest 
assets—we do not speak now in terms 
of the tourist traffic, but of those spiritual 
values which are lumped under such 
names as local pride and loyalty—and 
such assets, once destroyed, cannot be 

repaired. There is no essential conflict 
between the claims of industry and the 
claims of natural beauty. Lord Lovat, 

having described the Glen Affric proposal 
as ‘‘ outrageous ” and “a betrayal of both 
the public and the State,” demands that 
the Highlands shall be left to their own 
energies for the sake of economic salva- 
tion; his particular county, Inverness- 

shire, had ‘‘ hopes of harnessing its own 

water supply and setting up small-scale 
industries in the villages and clachans for 
their own benefit ” after the war. These 
reforms would help to restore prosperity, 

and the country’s beauty need not suffer— 
indeed, it might be enhanced. Perhaps, 

the end of the war will resolve, here in 
Ireland, the conflict between indus- 
trialisation and rural beauty.

Hoarding 


During the last few months the people 
of this country have been at a loss ‘to 
know precisely what is the correct thing 
to do with regard to the supplies of food, 
fuel and the other articles which are likely 
to become scarce. At one moment they 
are told that it is advisable to stock their 
larders and coal-houses well, to guard 
against the hard times that are in store 
for them, while at another moment they 
are told thet by hoarding they are keepipg 
necessary supplies away from the poor 
people of the country. Very little hoard- 
ing is carried on in this country—at any 
rate, so far as can be seen. Many people, 
it is true, seem to be “ joy-riding”’ about 
in their cars too often for the amount of 
petrol they are allowed; but somehow or 
another one cannot believe that they all 
have great underground vats or drums, 
in which they have been steadily accumu- 
lating large supplivs of petrol for future 
use; it seems far more likely that the 
people in question have discovered some 
convenient means of driving a coach-and- 
four through the regulations, or that they 
have a relative employed in the petrol 
business. Here and there one meets people 
who: have managed to lay in a few extra 
tins of cocoa or some large pots of 
marmalade, and occasionally one hears— 
and listens with reverence to—tales that 
are told of families who possess sacks of 
white flour and rice and immense cases 
of tea. On the whole, however, the 
majority of people have just sufficient 
for their needs, and those who have 
hoarded are not sure whether they have 
done the correct thing and whether their 
stocks would be requisitioned if the 
necessity should arise. In Britain no such 
doubt exiats. From the beginning it was 
made perfectly clear that the people could 
not buy more than they needed of any 
particular commodity. The fact that 
clothes were rationed with so little warn- 
ing is one evidence of the attitude of 
the British Government with regard to 
hoarding. In London the other day a 
labourer was fined £5 for having in his 
possession 500 razor blades and 14 bottles 
of perfume; 400 of the razor blades were 
found in his socks. ‘There is, of course, 
a difference between hoarding food for 
future use and hoarding razor blades for 
sale at a high profit; nevertheless, hoard- 
ing of any kind should be forbidden.
